36.10. The sanitary situation continues most encouraging, though 
there is a slow but gradual increase of the various mosquitoes, and with 
the cloudy weather the Anoplieles becomes more active in disseminat- 
ing the different types of malaria. Fevers of the tertian and quotid- 
ian types with the sestivo-autumnal or pernicious become more and 
more numerous as the season advances. With the rainy season the 
average drinking water has been improved, and this probably explains 
why intestinal diseases have somewhat lessened. No quarantinable 
diseases were reported during the week.
